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Regeneration 
deal is just 
days away as 
town builds 
a new future

THE all-important development agree¬ 
ment paving the way for work to 
start on the transformation of the 
heart of Sittingbourne is on the brink of 
being signed. 

Final talks will take place over the 
coming days to cement the partnership 
between Swale Borough Council and 
consortium Spirit of Sittingbourne. 

Financial appraisals of each phase of 
the regeneration project have been com¬ 
pleted, with a report due to be submitted 
to the Secretary of State for approval of 
the necessary land transactions. 

Cabinet members will discuss progress 
at a meeting next week. 

In its findings, the borough council 
stated: “Since the last report a number 
of very detailed discussions and meet¬ 
ings have been held with Spirit of Sit¬ 


tingbourne and the development agree¬ 
ment is at a very advanced stage. 

“Subject to member approval, the 
document can now be signed. 

“Discussions have continued with 
Kent County Council for them to trans¬ 
fer some highways land and their li¬ 
brary and Phoenix House sites to us 
in order to deliver the Spirit of Sitting¬ 
bourne masterplan.” 

The council said Network Rail had 
also agreed to support the significant 
project and work was being undertaken 
to issue a licence to construct the public 
realm and transport hub on its land. 

The regeneration is expected to 
change the face of Sittingbourne, with 
the development stretching from the 
High Street, over the railway line and to 
Milton Creek. 

It will include a Morrisons supermar¬ 
ket, a Tesco Extra store, a waterside

park at Sittingbourne Mill, 
housing and shops. 

Consortium Spirit of Sitting- 
bourne, made up of Essential 
Land, which is developing the 
mill site, developer Cathedral 
Group and financial fund man¬ 
ager Altyon LLP , said it will 
boost the local economy. 

Cathedral Group said: “We’re 


going to build a new station 
square to transform arrival in 
the town. 

“A new cultural quarter, 
civic quarter with a library, 
new public realm throughout 
the town centre and residential 
schemes will generate £2 50m 
of economic improvement over 
the next 10 years and will cre¬ 
ate 1,100 jobs.” 

Next week’s cabinet meeting 


and the expected signing of the 
development agreement marks 
another exciting step forward. 

Concerns have been raised, 
however, over a delay in dis¬ 
cussions with Tesco. 

The council blamed this on a 
delay in the supermarket giant 
gaining a planning result for 
the retail park proposals, but 
stressed this was expected to be 
resolved shortly. 


But while huge strides are 
being made in the exciting 
project, for one retailer it may 
come too late. 

A desperate appeal has been 
made by Andrea Don of 
Nickel Books, Sittingbourne’s 
only independent children’s 
bookshop, which is currently 
at risk of closure. 

She is appealing to the public 
to help save the shop. 


“Currently, we have a loan 
that needs to be paid off to the 
bank. Once that’s paid off, we 
will be more secure in our posi¬ 
tion, and will have the confi¬ 
dence to know we can continue 
to serve the people of Sitting¬ 
bourne. If we can’t pay off the 
loan, we will be forced to shut. 

“It will be too late if you 
wait until the regeneration 
plan happens.”

VESTAS has spoken out against fears 
that local people will not benefit from 
jobs created in its planned factory 
on Sheppey. 

Last week, councillors gave the go- 
ahead to an application put forward by 
the wind turbine giant. 

The plans propose building a wind 
turbine factory the size of 93 football 
fields at the Port of Sheerness. 

The proposals will now be agreed be¬ 
tween the company, councillors and 
planning officers, before being consid¬ 
ered by the Government. 

But last week Cllr Stephen Worrall 
raised fears that the resulting 2,000 
new jobs would not go to local people. 

The wind turbine manufacturing and 
installation factory will create the jobs 
by 2020 - 1,600 at Sheerness Docks 
and 400 indirect supply chain jobs in 
Swale and elsewhere. 

Vestas and the council agreed to a 
target of hiring 15 per cent of people 
from the Swale borough and 50 per 
cent from Kent in total. 

Vestas has this week defended the 
target, saying they want to employ as 
many local people as they can. 

A Vestas spokesman said: “This is not 
a binding target, but neither is it a cap. 
Vestas is fully committed to providing 


as many local jobs as possible and would 
implement an employment and train¬ 
ing strategy that would look to exceed 
that target. Vestas appreciates the work 
done by the planning committee and 
the support by the community, and we 
are happy the planning permission has 
been approved.” 

The council was also quick to defend 
the position, insisting it will do all it can 
to ensure jobs go to local people. 


A council spokeswoman said: “Coun¬ 
cillors and officers are going to work 
with the Port of Sheerness and Vestas in 
order to maximise the targets for local 
employment. 

“It is not a case of jobs being given to 
people ‘not from the area’ - as is nor¬ 
mally the case, all jobs would need to be 
advertised and local people would be 
able to apply.” 

The council said the turbines will give

a boost to Sheppey’s economy and en¬ 
hance its image. 

She said: “If built, the development 
will give a substantial economic boost 
to the Isle of Sheppey and indeed Swale 
as a whole. As well as the creation of a 
significant number of jobs, the scheme 
has the potential to enhance the image 
and reputation of the borough and 
boost the sense of pride and aspiration

Failure to win cash from 
‘Portas Pilot’ bid won’t 
deter town centre team

SHEERNESS chiefs say they are determined to 
push ahead with their plans to be part of a pilot 
project to breathe new life into the town, despite 
missing out on being one of the first towns to win 
a share of a £1 million cash-pot. 

Spearheaded by retail guru Mary Portas, and 
dubbed the ‘Portas Pilot’, 12 towns were named 
last Saturday from among 370 which had applied. 

The dozen selected - which included Dartford 
and Margate - will receive expert advice on how 
to revitalise the centre of their communities amid 
a rise in vacant shops and declining shoppers. 

However, due to the scheme’s popularity, a 
second round of the competition has been an¬ 
nounced, with a further 12 towns being chosen 
by the end of July. 

The Sheerness team planned to relocate the 
market into the town centre and reduce the cost 
of parking on market days. 

They wanted vacant shops to create space for 
new entrepreneurial businesses, as well as creat¬ 
ing a ‘hub’ for the town centre. 

The plans also included hosting events and 
establishing a brand for the town. 

Chair of the town team, Pete Giffen of Sheer¬ 
ness fashion store O.SO.U, said “Obviously we 
are disappointed that our bid was not successful. 
Our bid focused on ideas that we felt would ben¬ 
efit the whole town. 

“We are still keen to make Sheerness a better 
place to shop and will be considering options 


for the future. We will be looking to see if any ele¬ 
ments of the bid will still be able to be delivered 
without this financial support.” 

His sentiments were echoed by MP Gordon 
Henderson, who still wants to see the plans put 
into place. 

He said: “Like the town team, I am disappoint¬ 
ed that the bid for Sheerness to be a Portas Pilot 
was unsuccessful, however, I don’t think we 
should be put off. 

“A lot of time and effort was put into putting 
together the bid and I very much hope that the 
town team will agree to press ahead regardless. 

“There is no reason why we cannot work to¬ 
gether to put into practice some of the excellent 
ideas that were included in the bid. ” 

Sheerness will automatically be in the run¬ 
ning for the second round of pilots, but the team 
can sharpen the bid before the end of June to im¬ 
prove its chances. 

The team held a meeting after we went to press 
last night (Thursday), to decide if if needed to 
make any improvements. 

Councillor John Wright, Swale Borough 
Council’s cabinet member for regeneration said: 
“I am disappointed for the town team in this bid, 
but hopefully they will press ahead and we will 
support them in other practical ways to deliver a 
more vibrant town centre. Only by working to¬ 
gether will we succeed together.”

We demand an end to Government 
stalling on estuary airport review

CONFUSION is sweeping the corridors of power 
at Westminster over the date of the upcoming 
aviation review - and with it the chance for the 
community to voice its opposition to hugely con¬ 
troversial proposals to build 
a multi-billion pound air¬ 
port in the Thames Estuary. 

This significant review - 
which confirmed the Gov¬ 
ernment was prepared to 
give consideration to either 
a site on Grain, put forward 
by architect Lord Foster, or 
for runways on reclaimed 
land off the coast, champi¬ 
oned by London Mayor 
Boris Johnson and dubbed 
Boris Island - was due to be 
published at the end of 
March. 

It was announced by 
Chancellor George Osborne 
in his pre-budget report. It 
will then throw open the is¬ 
sue to public consultation. 

The review will look at 
the south east’s aviation ca¬ 
pacity as a whole and is supported by anti-air¬ 
port campaigners and the county’s MPs and 
council chiefs - among them the leaders of Kent, 
Medway and Swale councils. 

They believe it will throw up other options to 
tackle the growing capacity problem and kill off

any estuary airport plan. 

But when pushed for a time-scale this week, 
the Department for Transport was unable to give 
a definitive answer. 

A DfT spokesman said it would be this summer 
- which could mean in a matter of weeks. 

But when pressed on whether it would be held 
before Parliament breaks for 
summer recess in July - un¬ 
til September - he declined 
to say, stating he could not 
be “specific” on dates. 

This newspaper, which 
last month threw its weight 
behind the campaign to say 
no to the estuary airport 
proposals, is now calling on 
the Government to be clear 
on its plans for a review and 
to put an end to the uncer¬ 
tainty felt by people living in 
north Kent. 

Hopes are it will happen 
quickly, to remove any estu¬ 
ary plan from the table and 
allow Government to push 
forward with other propos¬ 
als, such as expansion at ex¬ 
isting airports, including 
Heathrow or Gatwick. 

MP for Rochester and Strood Mark Reckless, 
an ardent anti-airport campaigner, said there 
were a range of other options that made more 
sense than the estuary airport plan. 

He said: “We should make use of this consulta¬ 
tion to kill off the estuary airport idea.” 

Mr Reckless said not only did the economics of 
such a plan “not stand up” but the environmen¬ 
tal impacts would be devastating. 

He added: “I have put questions to the Mayor 
of London, but people are just not coming up 
with credible answers. 

“There are London airports that with invest¬ 
ment could reap benefits and help the aviation 
situation. 

“Better transport connections with other ex¬ 
isting airports in the UK would also boost capac¬ 
ity. There’s a basket of options that make more 
sense than an airport in the estuary. ” 

Mr Reckless met with the Prime Minister at 
Downing Street last week after he agreed to face- 
to-face talks with the county’s representatives. 
But the discussions are being kept a secret. 

The MP said: “What was said in the meeting 
was private, but I can say it was good to have 
been given time to discuss the matter.” 

Both proposals would cost in the region of 
£50bn-£70bn, alter the landscape of north Kent 


forever, and require an enormous amount of in¬ 
frastructure which would transform the county. 

While campaigners understand the problem 
with aviation capacity in the south east, they ar¬ 
gue the Thames Estuary - an internationally im¬ 
portant environmental site - is the wrong place. 

Economic experts, airline heads and conserva¬ 
tionists have all spoken out against the plans, 
with the National Air Traffic Service calling it 
the “worst place” to locate an airport.

Cable crooks get tangled up with 
prison system after crime spree

CROOKS who stole cable from around the rail¬ 
way on the Isle of Sheppey Bridge on 14 separate 
occasions have been jailed. 

The thieves, who cost the railway almost 
£55,000, were each sentenced for 20 months. 

Steven Bryce, 40, and Robert Tinker, 34, 
appeared at Maidstone Crown Court on Monday, 
having pleaded guilty to conspiracy to steal 
cable at an earlier hearing. 

The court heard Bryce, of Swale Avenue, 
Queenborough, and Tinker, of High Street, 
Sheerness, worked together taking cable from 
the railway around the Isle of Sheppey Bridge on 
14 occasions between December 2010 and 
March 2011. 

Detective Inspector Ashley Cooper said: 
“During their four-month crime spree, Bryce 
and Tinker managed to steal almost 1.7km of 
telecommunications cable from the railway. 

“But their conspiracy came to an end when 
officers on a cable theft patrol, during the early 
hours of Thursday, March 31, 2011, stopped a 
man - later identified as Bryce - at Queenbor¬ 
ough who claimed he had been clearing rubbish 
from the marshes.” 

Bryce was arrested and following forensic 
evidence from the scene of some of the thefts was 
linked to the series of crimes. 


Further investigation, including checking re¬ 
ceipts of local scrap dealers, revealed Bryce and 
an accomplice, identified as Tinker, had claimed 
more than £3,250 from dealers for cable taken 
to yards in Sittingbourne, Sheppey and Strood. 

Both men were subsequently charged, in 
February 2012, with conspiracy to steal cable. 

DI Ashley Cooper added: “When you consider 
the effort and endeavour of the pair to steal the 
cable yielded just over £1,500 each for four 
months work it is clear to see that cable theft even 
in relatively large quantities is not lucrative. 

“It is damaging, however, in terms of delays, 
interruption to rail services and cost to the in¬ 
dustry which, in this case, was almost 20 times 
that of the value of the cable. 


“This case clearly demonstrates that British 
Transport Police, together with Network Rail, 
has taken a clear stand against cable thieves and 
that we will do everything in our power, using 
all available techniques to identify and prosecute 
offenders. 

“I’d like to take this opportunity to thank all 
those officers and staff involved in the building of 
the case against Bryce and Tinker. Without their 
dedication we would not have seen these crimi¬ 
nals put behind bars. 

“Cable theft is a blight on society and has a 
dramatic effect on communities across the coun¬ 
try. We are committed to tackling the issue and 
will continue to work hard to reduce the effect 
criminals have on the travelling public.”

Forgotten story of county’s 
first black farmer revealed

THE extraordinary and moving tale of the coun¬ 
ty’s first black farmer, whose son became the 
county’s first black footballer, has been told in a 
new book. 

Author Marika Sherwood was stunned when 
she started researching the story behind Albert 
Makaula, who was born on March 3, 1865. 

He was the son of a South African 
chief, but because he was ill as a child 
he was adopted by a missionary 
Charles White and took the sur¬ 
name Makaula-White. 

In 1890, after his adopted par¬ 
ents had died Albert came to Eng¬ 
land to study to be a missionary. 

The following year he married 
dressmaker Eleanor Botting, 27, 
from Shorne, in a ceremony at the 
Methodist Church in Strood. 

Curious locals turned out in large num¬ 
bers to see Albert whenever he made a public ap¬ 
pearance, such as his preaching from the pulpit 
in Medway. It was a time when racism was rife. 

The couple had three children: Irene, Charles 
and Claude. 

After a busy life back and forth to South Afri¬ 
ca, Albert started a farm in Kent, but nothing is 
known of its success or failure in Doddington. 

The family vanished from the radar until 



1928, when they were prosecuted by the RSPCA 
for pig neglect and fined £10. 

The exploits of this amazing family continued 
with Irene taking to the West End stage, and 
Charles (pictured) becoming the county’s first 
black football player, for Dover in 1928. 

By the time he was 68, Albert was facing seri¬ 
ous financial problems, and he died of heart fail¬ 
ure on September 13, 1937, aged 72. His son 
Claude is noted as the ‘informant’ on the 
death certificate issued in Cranbrook. 

He was buried in Lenham, near 
Stubble Hill, his first home in Kent. 
Faversham-based Ms Sherwood 
said she has been researching the 
arrival of Africans in to Britain for 
some time. 

She said: “I got so caught up 
with other work that I did not even 
begin to research this aspect of 
Kent’s history until I stumbled across 
Albert Makaula-White, a farmer. 

“I though ‘an African farmer here in Kent, 
from South Africa? Who was he? Why is ‘White’ 
added to his name? How come he settled in Kent?’ 

“It is such an amazing, complicated story 
spanning half the world, it had to be written. ” 

Now a book launch is planned at Faversham 
library on June 25 at 4.30pm.

He was sentenced to three 
years imprisonment at Maid¬ 
stone Crown Court. 

Detective Constable Iain

“Devine stole items that be¬ 
longed to someone else and 
tried to profit from the crime by 
selling the items on. 

“He was forensically linked 
to the crime and as a result is 
going to have to serve a prison 
sentence. 

“Swale has a team of detec¬

KENT Police chiefs have welcomed a decision by 
the Home Office to put more crime information 
at the public’s finger tips. 

The public are now able to go online and see 
how cases are dealt with in the criminal justice 
system, including punishments, for all crimes 
committed from January 2012 onwards. 

The information will be made available on the 
police.uk website. 

The Deputy Chief Constable of Kent, Alan 
Pughsley, said: “The public should be able to 
hold the justice system to account. Easily acces¬ 
sible information is the key to that, and justice 
outcomes is a major step forward in letting peo¬ 
ple see what happens to calls to the police. 

“This is a key part of Kent Police’s work on ac¬ 
countability and accessibility. We want to be 
able to share as much information as we can 
with the public on the crime picture in Kent. 

“Kent Police is one of the best performing forc¬ 
es in the country, and we seize more criminal as¬ 
sets than any other force in the country, bar the 
Metropolitan Police. 

“Crime continues to fall in Kent, and the pub¬ 
lic should be able to see exactly how we are tack¬ 
ling complaints of criminality. The public have 
never had such a detailed picture of crime and 
the outcome in their area.” 

Since its launch in January 2011, the website

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RSPCA and council chiefs are warning pet 
owners to take extra care not to leave their 
dogs in hot cars, after the summer finally got 
under way with a spell of warm weather. 

It is feared that as temperatures finally begin 
to rise after a chilly and 
wet spring, owners will 
overlook the dangers of 
allowing their pets to 
cook inside locked cars. 

During the late hot 
spell in September last 
year, the RSPCA 
received 170 reports from people worried about 
animals left in hot cars - three times as many 
calls as average. 

Swale Borough Council's animal control 
officer Tim Oxley said: "Dogs die in hot cars. 
Don’t leave your dog alone in a car, it really isn’t 
worth taking the risk, if you are going out in your 
car, leave your dog at home. 

"All too often, owners make the mistake of 
thinking that it is sufficient to leave a bowl of 
water or a window open for their pet, but this is 
not enough to protect your pet from heatstroke, 
which can have fatal consequences." 

The RSPCA says the temperature inside a 
vehicle can soar to 47 degrees within 60 
minutes when the outside temperature is 22 
degrees. Even in lower temperatures, if it is 
sunny or slightly warm outside, a vehicle can 
become hot very quickly. 

Owners who fear their dog may be suffering 
from heat stroke should act with great urgency. 

Pets should be moved to a cooler spot 
straight away before calling your vet for 
advice immediately.

Estuary airport worth review 


Prof Roger Vickerman responds to KCC’s aviation strategy paper by 
suggesting there’s Likely to be a ‘strong case’ for a new estuary airport 


THE case for expansion of 
capacity depends on the growth 
of air traffic and the fact Heath¬ 
row operates at almost full ca¬ 
pacity almost all of the time. 

Heathrow is a hub airport. 
That means a significant propor¬ 
tion of passengers are changing 
planes, typically between long- 
haul and short-haul flights. 

A simple view would be that 
these passengers are of no val¬ 
ue to the regional economy, 
but the total volume of passen¬ 
gers passing through deter¬ 
mines how many planes go to 
how many destinations, and 
hence how well connected Lon¬ 
don is to the rest of the world. 

The constraints at London 
means that although the 
number of passengers has con¬ 
tinued to grow, the number of 
destinations served has not and 
has now fallen well behind those 
at rival hub airports such as 
Paris, Amsterdam or Frankfurt. 

This is particularly true of 
destinations in the most rapidly 


developing parts of the world. 
There is therefore a potential 
constraint on the wider econo¬ 
my of the South East which 
might provide a block to growth. 

Does this expansion need all 
to be at Heathrow? 

The simple answer is ‘no’. 
Secondary airports have an im¬ 
portant role in the point-to- 
point business and London 
Gatwick, with 34 million pas¬ 
sengers in the last year, the 
world’s largest with a single 
runway, is hardly a secondary 
airport. But there are strong ar¬ 
guments for hub expansion. 

So that leaves three options: 
expand Heathrow; build a new 
airport to modern hub stand¬ 
ards with four runways; or (as 
KCC has suggested) develop a 
network of regional airports. 

Proposals for an airport in the 
Thames Estuary have been 
around since 1945, and various 
sites were closely examined dur¬ 
ing the Roskill Commission In¬ 
quiry into a Third London Air¬ 


port more than 40 years ago. 

The various objections to 
this, but perhaps the biggest 
hurdle has been that planning 
in the UK has always been in¬ 
cremental, taking a major step 
such as relocating the coun¬ 
try’s main airport has been 
seen as a step too far, too ex¬ 
pensive, too long-term. 

But suppose that such an air¬ 
port had been developed even 
40 years ago, would we not 
now take it for granted? 

Remember, it took 186 years 
to complete the Channel Tun¬ 
nel and that is now very clearly 
just part of the furniture. 

So let us have a serious de¬ 
bate about the long-term, and 
that has to be a national debate 
and not just one of local point 
scoring or vote catching. 

The key questions are: what 
is the relationship between air¬ 
port capacity and local and na¬ 
tional economic growth; does a 
modern airport with good pub¬ 
lic transport links have to be as

environmentally damaging as 
claimed (there is evidence that 
it is access to airports which 
causes more total damage than 
the airport or air traffic move¬ 
ments themselves); and above 
all how will air traffic grow 
over the next 50 years? 

We need more research on 
all of these aspects before we 
can have a serious debate and 
not one fuelled by prejudice or 
narrow local concerns. 

On balance and over the long 
term I think we are likely to 
find that there is a strong case 
for a very serious look at an air¬ 
port somewhere in, or off the 
coast of, north Kent.

What a ‘levy’ price to 
pay consolidating debt 


Q I GOT heavily into debt after 
being made redundant. I 
inquired about making myself 
bankrupt, but was advised that it 
would be better to use a debt manage¬ 
ment company to negotiate with 
credit card firms and loan companies, 
and to organise reduced payments to 
them. I have tried to understand how 
this works and I have talked to two 
debt management companies, but it 
seems to me that all they do is levy 
heavy charges on me in return for 
keeping creditors away from my front 
door. I still have to pay the debts. 


A AVOID bankruptcy if you can. 
You may think you will be 
discharged after a year and 
can start again, but the stain stays on 
your credit agency file for years and 
could stop you getting credit or a 
mortgage. Debt management compa¬ 
nies have a mixed reputation. Some 
may dazzle you with the promise 
that you will pay only a small sum to 
each creditor each month. This might 
look attractive, but in reality it means 
you could spend the rest of your life 
in debt. Fees vary, but think in terms 
of about 15 pc - so if you give the debt- 
management company £10, it keeps 
£1.50 and passes on £8.50 to your 
creditors. Before going any further, talk 
to National Debtline (0808 808 4000), 
a charity that will give you free advice. 


Q I INTENDED to apply for the 
NHS international health card 
that would entitle me to 
treatment throughout Europe, but 
found to my amazement that NHS 
Direct charges £11.99 for this, or 
£16.99 if you need your card quickly. 

I would have called to protest, but then 
I saw that calls cost £1.53 a minute. 
Since the NHS gives emergency 
treatment free to foreign visitors to 
Britain, why must we pay to get similar 
treatment while abroad on holiday or 
business? 


A YOU have narrowly escaped 

losing some money. The website 
you consulted is called www. 
nhs-direct.org.uk, but it has absolutely 
nothing to do with the NHS, as it 
reveals if you read it carefully. It is a 
private business, and all it does is check 
that you have completed the applica¬ 
tion correctly. Then it passes it on to 
the NHS. The European Health 
Insurance Card, which is valid in most 
European countries and entitles you to 
the same treatment as local citizens, is 
completely free of charge. You can 
apply for it online at www.nhs.uk - 
click on ‘Healthcare Abroad’ - or by 
calling 0845 606 2030.

need to check their savings have not 
gone above the compensation limit. 
Does the same advice apply to building 
societies, or do they not go in for 
takeover bids like the banks? 

A BUILDING societies do swallow 
each other up. Nationwide 
Building Society took over 
Derbyshire Building Society and 
Cheshire Building Society, among 
others. And Norwich and Peterbor¬ 
ough is now part of Yorkshire Building 
Society. The Financial Services 
Authority has allowed some leeway in 
past mergers, so people whose accounts 
are suddenly added together do not 
lose their cover under the official 
compensation scheme without being 
given a bit of time to move some money 
elsewhere. But the basic advice is that 
you should think twice before having 
more than the £85,000 compensation 
ceiling in any one bank or building 
society. 

MY PARENTS, who are retired, 
I have offered to lend me and my 
husband £40,000 to help us get 
on to the housing ladder and buy our 
first home. We would then pay them 
back £200 a month until the loan is 
cleared. Would they have to pay 
income tax on this? 

A IF YOU are simply repaying the 
money you borrowed, with no 
interest, then your parents will 
owe no tax. They would need to tell 
their tax office only if they were 
charging you interest and making a 
profit on the loan. 

Q WHEN someone dies, is it 

necessary for the people who 
witnessed the deceased’s will to 
contirm this in some way? I witnessed 
a will some years ago, and now I have 
received a letter from a firm of solicitors 
asking me to confirm that I really was 
a witness. 


A THIS IS unusual. Perhaps 

someone has cast doubt on the 
deceased’s signature on the will. 
But as long as you were present at the 
signing there is nothing to worry 
about.

Don’t carry the cost of 
garden thieves’ pot luck 

Your home insurance policy probably provides some 
cover for your garden, but make sure you know what 
protection you are getting. ADAM AIKEN reports... 



IT MIGHT be hard to believe, but we 
are only a month away from Mid¬ 
summer’s Day. 

It remains to be seen if the weather 
will pay ball, but even if the sunshine 
fails to materialise, the criminal 
fraternity will still be gearing up for 
their summer garden days. 

As far as they are concerned, the 
longer days give a perfect opportuni¬ 
ty for them to strike - and with more 
garden furniture and plants on 
display, the risks of falling victim to 
thieves is greatest over the next few 
months. 

Statistics published by Aviva, the 
insurer, studied 10 years’ of claims 
data and found that thefts from 
gardens and outbuildings shoot up 
by more than 25pc when the clocks 
go forward. 

Claims then increase as the days 
get longer and lighter, reaching their 
peak in July and August. 

At this point, the number of claims 
is normally up about 40pc from the 
start of the year. 

Meanwhile, the Aviva statistics 
suggest the average haul is worth 
about £850. 

Sheds and garages are often tar¬ 
geted, with children’s toys, bikes and 
garden tools - ranging from expen¬ 
sive lawnmowers to basic rakes - 
among the thieves’ favourite items. 

“Extra hours of sunlight are obvi¬ 
ously very welcome after months of 
darkness, but it also means that your 
expensive power tools, bikes and golf 
clubs are more visible than ever to a 
passing thief - as is your home secu¬ 
rity, or lack of it,” said Peter Ketter- 
ingham, household underwriting 
manager at Aviva. 

“So try not to advertise what 
you’ve got, make sure sheds and 
summerhouses are properly secured, 
and clear up your garden every 
evening so there’s nothing lying 
around that could tempt a criminal 
on to your property. 

“And bear in mind that loose items 
such as ladders and wheelie bins are 
perfect for burglars to use to get into 
your home, so shut them away, out 
of sight if you can.” 

Mike Powell, an analyst at Defaq- 
to, said: “It’s easy to forget that home 
contents policies can include our 
gardens. 

“Water features, decking, garden 
furniture, outside lighting, gas bar¬ 
becues, children’s playthings and 
plants can be expensive to replace 
and run into hundreds of pounds. 


‘Contents in the open’ is a standard 
feature on most home insurance 
policies and covers items left outside 
in the garden or within the boundary 
of the home - but make sure you 
know what Level of cover you have. 

John Miles, of Gocompare.com, 
said: “Home insurance policies 
usually provide cover, but this will 
often reLate to contents in outbuild¬ 
ings or locked sheds. 

“There are specific and usually 
Lower limits for items not Locked 
away, or ‘contents in the open’, as 
they are often referred to. 

“This is a difficult area for insurers 


“It is essential that you check your 
policy to ensure you have the correct 
cover in place.” 

According to the experts at Mon- 
eysupermarket.com, the levels of 
garden cover under home insurance 
policies vary considerably. 

For example, the maximum 
protection for items kept outdoors is 
£250 with Churchill, while M&S 
Money offers unlimited cover. 

There are also wide variations in 
the cover provided for items in out¬ 
buildings. 

Budget Insurance covers up to 
£2,000, but unlimited protection is 
offered by Halifax and M&S Money. 

Peter Harrison, an insurance ex¬ 
pert at Money supermarket, said: 
“When you think about the items 
you may have in your garden, it can 
be quite surprising how much they 
add up to. 

“Many people have tables and 
chairs as well as gas barbecues and 
patio heaters - all items that carry 
hefty price tags. 

“Homeowners should beware that 
garden items can be easily targeted 


and potentially therefore problematic 
for customers. 

“Contents in the open can include 
furniture, barbecues and ornaments - 
things that are normally in the open, 
but can be Locked away in winter. 

“Some insurers will allow you to 
increase the Level of cover for 
contents in the open, but you may 
need to pay more for this." 

According to Defaqto, about half of 
all standard home insurance policies 
cover contents in the open up to 
about £2,000. A third provides cover 
up to £1,000, but a few provide none 
at all. 


by thieves so it’s essential to have the 
right amount of cover on your home 
insurance policy to make sure you’re 
not underinsured. ” 

He added: “Considering the cost of 
some of the more expensive garden 
items, it’s also advisable to look at 
the policy details to see if there is a 
single-item limit within the terms 
and conditions. 

“If it does not state a limit, it may 
be worth contacting your insurer to 
notify it of any more costly items 
to ensure you are covered should 
you need to make a claim. 

“Additionally, for those who keep 
items such as bikes or gym equip¬ 
ment in their sheds, outhouses or 
other storage areas, these will also 
require cover so it’s important to 
keep these as secure as possible to en¬ 
sure your insurance remains valid. ” 

Meanwhile, Mr Powell, at Defaqto, 
said: “Many policies also offer cover 
for ‘plants in the garden’, which can 
typically provide cover for loss or 
damage caused by perils such as fire, 
flood, theft and malicious damage to 
plants, trees shrubs and lawns.”

Booze cruise is back in fashion as 
shoppers stock up on weak euro 



WHET THE APPETITE: Cross-Channel day-trippers are stocking up on cheap drink

THE WEAKER euro has meant a come¬ 
back for that 90s cross-Channel phe¬ 
nomenon - the booze cruise. 

Just months ago, the exchange rate 
between sterling and the euro was al¬ 
most at parity. But now shoppers can get 
up to €1.2 for £1 - making bulk-buying 
of wine and beer attractive once again. 

Superstores selling cheap alcohol 
boomed in Calais 15 years ago as day- 
trippers swarmed across the Channel, 
but many have since closed. 

Now business is back on the up, 
according to the French retailers. One 
said: “We do five litres of wine for €5. 
English people can’t believe it and word 
of mouth has brought a lot of new cus¬ 
tom. 

“I’ve talked to a few English shoppers 
who say that UK supermarkets used to 
do deals that were not quite so good, but 
when the expense of getting to France 
was taken into consideration it wasn’t 
worth coming over as the pound and 
the euro were so similar. 

“Now that’s not so. The crisis in the 
euro is not all bad news!” 


P&O Ferries says the sterling-euro 
exchange rate has improved by more 
than 8 per cent over the past 12 months, 
and with continuing economic turmoil 
in the eurozone this trend looks set to 
continue, offering improving returns for 
Brits hunting cheap food and drink. 


A spokesman said: “When the euro 
was close to equal in value to the pound 
what we saw was a decrease in day- 
trips for shopping, while short breaks 
actually became more popular. 

“Now the shoppers are coming back. 
They have also started filling up with 


diesel in France now as well. The sav¬ 
ings on a tank can pay for a case of wine 
on the ferry back.” 

UK-based retailers including Sains- 
bury’s and Tesco closed their Calais 
warehouse stores in 2010. 

However, the two remaining large 
operators, Majestic and Calais Wine 
Superstore, have both benefited from 
the closure of rivals. 

Calais Wine Superstore is advertising 
savings of between £2 and £3 on bottles 
and offering three for £6. 

In other retail outlets, a bottle of clar¬ 
et costing about £5 in the UK is going 
for around E2. 

A combination of the continuing 
economic slump and the summer of 
events - The Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, 
European football championships and 
the 2012 Olympic Games - has also 
boosted trade as booze-cruising is most 
cost-effective when buying in bulk for 
gatherings or parties. 

Off Licence News editor Rosie Daven¬ 
port said: “As the euro begins to nosedive 
against the pound and cash-strapped 
consumers look for ways to save money, 
jumping on the ferry or Eurostar is 
starting to look more attractive again.”

THE future of the construction in¬ 
dustry was on display at the Suscon 
training centre in Dartford with a 
Government minister in attendance. 

Gregory Barker, Minister for Ener¬ 
gy and Climate Change, saw how the 
business was gearing up to face the 
challenge of low carbon emissions 
and other green initiatives. 

The centre, run by North West 
Kent College, operates in partnership 
with business and local authorities 
offering training and skills opportu¬ 
nities within construction. 

Jacqui McDonnell, of the college, 
said: “Beginners through to experi¬ 
enced architects and planners can 
come here to learn about innovative 
practices and new developments. 


“Suscon offers them the opportu¬ 
nity to be part of the future of the 
construction industry. Trends are re¬ 
ally changing as part of the commit¬ 
ment shown to a greener future.” 

Barker took the opportunity to talk 
about the Government’s Green Deal, 
which will be launched in October. It 
is a drive to make businesses and 
properties as energy-efficient as pos¬ 
sible to bring the UK in line with 
world energy emission targets. 

Low-carbon-emission building 
techniques formed a key part of the 
minister’s speech and he said he was 
impressed with what he had seen 
during his visit. 

Stalls showing solar panelling and 
rainwater collection, along with ap¬ 
prentices demonstrating insulating 
techniques, were part of his tour. 

Barker said: “I was really im¬ 


pressed with the commitment, fore¬ 
sight and enthusiasm of the young 
people I met. 

“They are people who have made a 
very material commitment to a 
career in low-carbon construction - 
building the greener future which 
politicians like me talk about.” 

He emphasised that the Govern¬ 
ment’s continued pursuit of energy- 
efficiency goals would demonstrate 
connected industries were ones that 
would repay investment and skills 
from the private sector. 

“We intend to provide a stable 
platform for business to invest in,” 
said Barker. “We shall provide TLC - 
transparency, longevity and certain¬ 
ty. That is the key to unlocking busi¬ 
ness investment.” 

So far, 22 companies have signed 
up to be partners in the Green Deal.

Would-be traders can 
test selling potential 

MEDWAY Council is giving aspiring 
entrepreneurs the chance to try their hand at 
running a market stall for £10. 

Business talent will be able to bag bargain 
pitches at Strood and Gillingham markets as 
part of the Love Your Local Market campaign. 

The campaign, which runs from Saturday, 
June 23, until Sunday, July 8, encourages 
residents to support the market and gives 
people the opportunity to put their business 
ideas to the test. 

It comes after high-street guru Mary Portas 
published a report for the Government on 
revitalising Britain’s high streets in which she 
highlighted the importance of markets. 

Medway has two bustling markets, at Strood 
and Gillingham, both held twice a week, as well 
as a farmers' market in Rochester on the third 
Sunday of every month. 

Some 20 pitches -10 at each of Gillingham 
and Strood markets - will be up for grabs for the 
cut-down price of £10 on Saturday, July 7. To be 
in with a chance of bagging one, applicants need 
to get in touch with Medway Council by Monday, 
June 11. 

Pitches won't be available to stalls selling 
food, but for anyone with home-grown produce 
to sell, £10 stalls will also be available at 
Rochester farmers' market on Sunday, July 15. 

Jane Chitty, Medway Council's portfolio 
holder for strategic development and economic 
growth, said: "This campaign is about 
showcasing our markets and encouraging more 
traders to help keep the tradition alive. 

"With small overheads and relatively Low 
start-up costs, market trading is an ideal 
opportunity to see what will sell well and is also 
good for creative types who make their own 
goods. This is a great chance for Medway's 
budding entrepreneurs."

Entrepreneurs need more encouragement 


THE New Enterprise Allowance (NEA) should be 
extended to encourage more hopefuL 
entrepreneurs to use the scheme, says the All 
Party Parliamentary Small Business Group 
(APPSBG). 

Current rules allow jobless entrepreneurs to 
apply for funding of £1,274 plus access to a 
guaranteed loan of up to £1,000 - but only after 
they have been claiming Jobseeker's Allowance 
for six months. 

Now the APPSBG is calling for the NEA 
to be made available from day one of signing on 
to JSA and for funds to be available for a full 
year to provide £3,692 plus the guarantee of a 
Loan of up to £2,000. The APPSBG believes this 
would encourage more aspiring businessmen to 
set up, in turn helping to boost the economy and 
stem high unemployment. 

The APPSBG is concerned that current 
funding is too Low to enable people to get viable 
business ideas off the ground - a view supported 
by figures from the FSB, which show that it 
costs 14 per cent of small businesses between 
£2,500 and £5,000 to set up. 

Also in a new report, Breaking Down The 


Barriers To Entrepreneurship, the APPSBG is 
calling on the Government to: 

■ Support enterprise education in schools by 
incorporating it into the statutory curriculum. 

■ Create a one-stop-shop for advice and 
support. 

■ Adopt and put in place the Breedon 
recommendations to bolster alternative 
sources of finance. 

■ Provide a support network for older 
entrepreneurs to ensure Jobcentre Plus builds 
relationships with women’s networks to 
promote mentoring for women. 

The report comes following an 
Entrepreneurship Inquiry Launched by MP lain 
Duncan Smith, Secretary of State for Work and 
Pensions, to see how the barriers to self- 
employment can be removed and entrepreneurs 
supported in setting up their business. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for Kent 
and Medway, said: "Breaking the barriers to 
entrepreneurship is crucial if we are to turn 
the economy around. Unemployment is 
worryingly high. That is why it is important 
to make it more attractive to go it alone and 


encourage those who have a great business 
idea to make it a reality. The current NEA does 
not achieve this. But if the Government extends 
the scheme to make funds available and at 
higher rate, more budding entrepreneurs will be 
encouraged to become seLf-employed." 

Help for disabled people to get into work is 
also vital, say charities, as is assistance for 
those Leaving the Armed Forces. 

Shaun Williams of Leonard Cheshire 
Disability, said: "It is vital more disabled people 
are given the funding support they need to 
increase self-employment opportunities. 

"Extending the NEA will enhance their 
chances of success. Our research shows a 
quarter of disabled people in work are self- 
employed as this is often the only viable option." 

Richard Morris, founder and CEO of 
Heropreneurs, the only independent military 
charity to support Armed Forces-Leavers and 
veterans into business, said: "Entrepreneurs 
urgently need more financial support to enable 
them to start up. The barriers which block the 
emergence of new and small banks must be 
rapidly taken down."

The course at Canterbury College marks the 
first part of the groundbreaking Community 
Covenant between the college and the Armed 
Forces.

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THE INTERVIEW 


Michael Winslow 


Still making all the right noises 


From being homeless in California to touring the 
UK with his stand-up routine for the first time, the 
Police Academy star has plenty to tell Joe Bill 



T HE sound of machine-gun fire 

scatters the bad guys as Sgt ‘Motor 
Mouth’ Jones is victorious once 
again. But what’s that, there was no 
machine gun? Where on Earth did 
that noise come from, then? 

Very few people of a certain age will be able 
to deny knowledge of a comedy franchise of 
films that littered the 80s and early 90s. The 
Police Academy movies remain a wholly 
Marmite-type phenomenon - you either loved 
them or you hated them. 

But all cheesy-cop-comedy fans will be 
delighted to know that ‘the one who makes all 
the noises’ is touring the UK this summer. 

Michael Winslow, 53, takes his new stand-up 
show The Man Of 10,000 Voices to the 
Edinburgh Festival for the second time this year 
- but not before stops at both The Gulbenkian 
in Canterbury and the Assembly Hall Theatre in 
Tunbridge Wells later this month. 

The star, who has also appeared in films like 
sci-fi spoof Spaceballs, has been warming up for 
UK audiences with a brief tour of the Middle 
East, where we finally caught up with him. 

A number of redirected phone calls later, the 
voice of an over-keen Egyptian fellow welcomed 
me to the conversation. After a few seconds of 
awkward silence, Winslow revealed himself- 
much to my uncomfortable gratitude. 

“I’ve been doing good,” he said. “I’m looking 
around and keeping my ears open - there’s a lot 
going on. 

“For me, you would be surprised by what you 
learn just by listening for a second and letting 
everybody do their thing. I learn a lot that way. 

“This will be my first official tour through the 
UK. I have done some smaller things and 
promotional things, but this is my first official 
thing and everyone has been great.” 

The decision to try his hand as a comedian 
was not an obvious first thought for Winslow, 
despite the obvious appeal of his talents. 

“Every so often I wonder if I should be doing 
this as a job and then people come up to me in 
the street and make noises at me and I think 
‘Why not? Maybe I’m having a good effect on 
people’. When little kids are saying ‘Oi mister, 
can you do this one?’ [British accent], I feel I am 
having a positive effect. 

“Even here. This man in Egypt comes up and 
says ‘Hey, you’re the machine-gun guy’.” 


But it wasn’t plain sailing for Winslow as he 
scrabbled around to get his career started back 
in the 70s. The actor even had to sleep rough 
for a while as he looked for work. 

He said: “I was working at an automotive car¬ 
wash where I had to fix robots. That’s when I 
said ‘You know what, I would rather be talking 
to these things than fixing them. Maybe it’s time 
for me to stick my thumb out and give this a try. ’. 

“It was one of those things where you try 
anything to get into that business - you will 
sacrifice almost anything to get there. That 
happened to me and I was homeless in Venice 
Beach, California, for a while. 

“It’s an open-boardwalk sort of renaissance 
place. There were street-performers everywhere 
and it was strange but magical. Me and the 
other homeless musicians and performers 
would stick together and we slept on the roof of 
a lifeguard tower. ” 

While homeless, Winslow auditioned for The 
Gong Show, hosted by the idiosyncratic Chuck 
Barris, bagging a spot that earnt him enough 


cash to buy a car and some notoriety. 

He said: “The big break always comes in 
pieces. I know of very few overnight successes 
because it usually takes years. For me it has 
been in portions. You lift yourself up by your 
own boot-straps, I guess. A little piece at a 
time.” 

He soon moved to LA to perform in comedy 
clubs and opened for other performers, 
including jazz legend Count Basie. It was there 
that he was spotted by producers Hugh Wilson 
and Paul Manslanski, who immediately wrote 
him into the script of Police Academy. 

“They came to one of my shows and they 
literally wrote me into the script where my 
character didn’t exist before. 

“I didn’t know what I wanted to do with my 
career, but Police Academy put me in the game. 

“When good things happen, take it. After 
the first Academy, I ended up doing some 
wonderfully odd films, including Mel Brooks’s 
Spaceballs. I was scheduled to be there for two 
days and ended up staying for three weeks just 


watching everybody do what they were doing. 

“It was like taking college because I was 
learning so much. And then after that a few 
other things popped up and I was just glad to 
have it and to be working.” 

It was as a youngster that Winslow developed 
his skill to imitate noises such as plane engines 
after being born on an airbase to parents Robert 
and Verdie. 

“I don’t know how the noises work -1 don’t 
know the scientific equation for it. When you 
get into the CSI of it, I don’t think I actually 
want to know.” 

But he could not have predicted how much 
he would be taken to the hearts of the American 
people and he especially couldn’t have predicted 
his continued fame in the UK. 

“I love it in the UK. I’m a fan of this movie I 
saw recently called Lock Stock And Two 
Smoking Barrels. Is everybody in that movie out 
of their minds? Even Sting is crazy -1 loved it. I 
have a strange sense of humour.” 

Winslow has already appeared on breakfast 
TV show Daybreak and sat on a number of 
comedy panels including ITV4’s Celebrity Juice. 

“Getting to meet Keith Lemon was fantastic 
because he was crazy in a completely other 
direction. He made me work, he made me pay 
attention. It’s all online, it’s pretty strange.” 

With news of an eighth Police Academy film 
in production, Winslow could be forgiven for 
getting back on the acting horse and leaving off 
the comedy circuit, but the stand-up is pretty 
pleased with the way things are going. 

“Now number eight is coming and hopefully 
we will be back in people’s living rooms once 
again. It should be out in 2013. 

“I speak to the Academy guys when possible. 
Mahoney is doing just fine - he is giving serious 
consideration to doing stand-up, too. And since 
he always had comedy timing, I hope he does it.” 

Despite trying to conduct the interview 
professionally, I eventually gave in and asked to 
hear the machine-gun noise, for old time’s sake. 

The reply? “Hmmm, I’ll load it for you, but I 
won’t fire it... this is Egypt, after all!”

River boats will 
change travel 


Marquis and the neighbours get 
together to set a gold standard 


N O one or nowhere gets to the 
top of their game by accident. 
Witness The Marquis At Alkham, 
the restaurant that has impressed 
sufficiently far and wide to be 
awarded a rising Michelin star. 

A concerted effort to deliver some of the finest 
dining in east Kent has entailed combining the 
talents of head chef Charlie Lakin with quality 
local produce, and it is paying rich dividend. 

Lakin’s abilities are now being recognised 
way beyond Kent’s North Downs, among which 
the Marquis sits, to the point that he was 
selected to compete in BBC Two’s Great British 
Menu, the show that has pitted some of the 
country’s most gifted chefs against each other 
in a competition to design a menu celebrating 
the London 2012 Olympic Games. 

The final banquet will be placed before 
legendary rower Sir Steve Redgrave and a host 
of other Olympic greats. 

And in celebration of that, the Marquis 
invited a select group of culinary journalists 
along to taste the excellence of its food for 
themselves - and indeed sample the menu that 
secured Lakin his place on the TV contest. 

This featured wild rabbit, soused carrots, 
Douglas fir needles and caper; beetroot- 
marinated monkfish with cauliflower and sea

radish; fillet and braised blade of Dexter beef, 
Littlebourne snails, marrow bone and ransoms; 
and, for dessert, an Earl Grey and strawberry 
souffle with gorse-flower ice-cream. A fantastic 
explosion of taste that made the requisite 
impression on all present... but not before we 
had visited nearby Sladden Farm, from where 
the superb Dexter beef originates. 

It is here that the Moomin herd (it all started 
with ‘silly old moo’) of pedigree Dexter cattle 
has residence. At its peak the herd has totalled 
some 200 animals, but there are only about 


half that number now. There are also 600 sheep 
on the site. 

Sladden’s high standards of husbandry and 
animal welfare have doubtless contributed to 
the herd’s excellent bill of health, with no cases 
of BSE or bovine TB having been contracted. 

Interestingly, though, with Irish cattle having 
no history of developing BSE, the Dexters’ Irish 
origin meant that this disease was never going 
to be a problem anyway. Still, it’s a good record. 

Slaughter is carried out just nine miles away. 
As farmer Diana Smith said: “Eighteen food 
miles - you can’t get much more local than that.” 

Or indeed as tasty. The whole process is kept 
as close to home as possible - the butchering is 
carried out by Lakin, with loins, for example, 
being hung for 28 days in the farm’s cold-room 
on their return - and geared towards the 
highest possible standards that can be attained. 

The results are hugely impressive, and our 
assembled gathering had nothing but genuine 
praise for what is being done at The Marquis At 
Alkham, Sladden Farm and indeed all those 
who contribute to this success story. Eat on!

Christian name. 

On his 10th birthday, Oueen Victoria’s 
Diamond Jubilee in 1897, Briggs started work 
on the operation of the ferry-crossing service 
between the Horseway, by All Saints Church, to 
the opposite bank of the River Medway, at Lock 
Meadows. 

He operated the ferry from 1897 until the 
mid-1940s, providing a short-cut from the 
highly-populated working-class areas to the 
west side of the town at a cost of one penny. 

Now, more than a century on, Greenleaf

MAZDA’S new CX-5 is not just the sporty 
Japanese marque’s first venture into the 
crossover/compact SUV sector. 

It’s also a statement of where the company 
sees its immediate future. 

Priced from £21,395, it’s the first car to show 
off Mazda’s Skyactiv technology: shorthand for 
greater production efficiencies, dramatic 
weight-saving and optimisation of the internal 
combustion engine to extract most power for 
the lowest consumption and emissions, with 
consequent tax benefits for company-car user- 
choosers. 

Others have taken the last route already, but 
Mazda is the first to be honest and say ‘Look, 
we’re not ruling out electric, hydrogen or 
whatever cars from our plans, but these will 
take a long time to dominate the market. Short¬ 
term, we would rather have a decent slice of a 
big pie than a wee portion cut from a tiddler’. 

A subtext here is that this relatively small player 
would also rather avoid the development costs 
of such technology now, possibly licensing it 
later from those who have taken the hit and 
want to offload some of the debt. 

And the CX-5 is a powerful argument for 
Mazda’s no-nonsense stance. That it’s also good 
to drive highlights another point: current 
electric and hybrid eco cars may lower 
emissions and fuel consumption, but only the 
Vauxhall Ampera/Chevrolet Volt is interesting 
to drive - and I’m not talking pedal-to-the-metal 
fun here, but simply getting from A to B. 

There’s nothing radical about the CX-5’s 
styling, mind you. Mazda says the car is the first 
expression of its new Kodo design language, but 
it looks a bit Nissan Qashqai-cum-Hyundai 
ix35, so it’s hardly original. It is smart, though, 
and particularly in fully specc’d-up all-wheel 
drive mode, from £24,69 5. 

However, the more economical/eco-friendly 
front-wheel-drive-only models will be the bigger 
sellers and, while the all-wheel versions feel 
predictably better planted on twisty roads, keen 
drivers will still enjoy the ‘cooking versions’. 

Built-in lightness means the high-riding 
CX-5 corners with a flat attitude, while ride 
quality and bump absorption is excellent, but 
the 165ps (163bhp) 2.0-litre petrol version- 
the keenly-priced entry model - does not feel 
quite as settled on-road as the 2.2-litre diesel 
alternative available in 15Ops (148bhp) and 
175ps (173bhp) outputs. 

It’s lively enough, too, but can’t match the 
diesel pair for refinement under pressure. 

All come with automatic-engine stop-start for 
sluggish traffic conditions and are fun to drive, 
with Mazda going to great pains to give the CX- 
5 a short-throw manual change worthy of its 
famous MX-5 roadster. The cabin is spacious 
and typically well arranged; in functionality 
and ambience it’s very close to one of its obvious 
rivals, the VW Tiguan, though you get more for 
your money with the CX-5.

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Chinese invasion of UK roads 
is riding in from the Great Wall

I CAN’T help noting that the first of many 
Chinese motor brands tipped to invade the UK is 
named after the Great Wall of China - apparent¬ 
ly built to resist invasions. 

More worrying, though, is that Great Wall 
Motors is less than 40 years old and was only 
allowed to build trucks until 2008 yet has since 
become China’s biggest producer of SUVs. 

However, it has chosen one of its other success 
stories, the Steed pick-up, to establish an invas¬ 
ion beachhead. 

With a starting price of just £13,998 for the 
standard four-door cab, after the usual commer¬ 
cial vehicle-tax deductions, it won’t struggle - 
similarly-equipped rivals cost thousands more. 

Apart from that aggressive pricing, it’s also 
shrewd to launch a brand with a pick-up; worries 
about depreciation with an unknown name can 
be largely discounted as real-world buyers tend 
to run them into the ground and then go again. 

The Steed certainly looks robust enough to 
handle workhorse environments like construc¬ 
tion or farming, while a large load area plus 
four-door/five-seat cab means it’s versatile, too. 

The reinforced cargo bay is 1,380mm long, 

1,460mm wide and 480mm deep and the 
maxium payload is 1,050kg, while the Steed will 
tow 2,000kg with a ‘braked’ trailer and 750kg 
unbraked. 

Great Wall claims that the vehicle’s gutsy 2.0- 
litre turbodiesel offers class-leading fuel economy 
- 34mpg on the official combined cycle - and 
the lowest insurance rating (from 7A) in the 
pick-up sector. 

When the terrain gets more challenging, the 
driver can engage the low-range gearbox, as 
well as ‘on demand’ four-wheel-drive - the latter 
at speeds of up to 12mph. 

Within the keen pricing, Great Wall includes 
an astonishing range of standard kit. 

The Steed S entry model has 16-inch alloys,

"Toyota's Hilux was the ‘daddy’ 
for so long and I still have an old 
one, but my four-cab Nissan 
Navara is tops with me now and 
won a recent Farmers Weekly 
group test. 

“I looked at the Isuzu Rodeo and 
VW Amarok before buying the 
Nissan. The Isuzu was great value, 
but I knew a new model was on 
the way. I liked the VW but would 
have had to wait for ages to get 
one and it was pricey. 

“A pick-up is a good tool for 
people like me. Obviously it's great

HYBRID powertrains work particularly well on 
bigger cars. 

They are better able to absorb the weight and 
space taken up by the batteries needed for the 
electric half of the driving power. 

Nowhere has this been proved more effectively 
than on the Lexus RX SUV, which now sells only 
in hybrid form; the petrol-only RX version was 
deleted from the UK sales list several years 
ago once buyers appreciated the economy and, 
in the case of company-car user-choosers, tax- 
efficiency of the hybrid RX. 

This spacious, eco-friendly and yet still power¬ 
ful SUV of the ‘you can have your cake and eat it’ 
variety has now had a makeover, becoming the 
first other Lexus to get the corporate face of the 
all-new GS executive saloon arriving soon.

This plays to the RX’s dual-personality 
strength: on one hand it is that rare beast, 
eco-friendly SUV, but both petrol 
and electric powertrains 
can also combine to de¬ 
liver genuine power and 
performance.

Formula One seat might not be enough 
to tear Paffett away from beloved DTM

BROMLEY race ace Gary Paffett, like most sports¬ 
men, is ambitious; you only have to glance at his 
record to find that out. 

But he admits that even the dangling golden 
carrot of a seat in a Formula One car might not 
be enough to tear him away from the DTM series 
where he is blazing a trail this season. 

The 31-year-old is currently leading the stand¬ 
ings in the Deutsche Tourenwagen Masters, and 
is looking to win his first title since 2005, having 
also twice been runner-up in the last three 
years. 

He has come close in the past to sealing a deal 
to drive alongside the stars in motorsport’s elite, 
some of whom now ply their trade staring at his 
brake lights, and since his 2005 triumph he has 
worked as a reserve driver for the Mclaren FI 
team, and so knows what the job entails. 

“Obviously I would like to race in FI, but it 
wouldn’t be a disaster if I didn’t,” he said. 

“If the right opportunity came up, certainly I 
would look at it, the biggest problem I have got is 
I have got a very good career in DTM. I have got 
a lot to give up to take a punt. 

“Everybody wants to be racing in FI. There 
are so few seats available, it’s about getting the 
opportunity.” 

It would be a massive change making the 
jump into FI from DTM where he has the rela¬ 
tive freedom to travel home between races. 

“In FI you have 20 races a year, you’re in a 
race track, or in an airport, it’s the same people,” 
he said. 

“You are in a different world to everybody else 
for ten months. You pop home to get some clean 
clothes and you’re off again.” 

For now though he is fully focused on deliver¬ 
ing a championship-winning drive in his Mer¬ 
cedes as part of the HWA team on the continent. 

He said: “It’s been amazing, we had a terrific 
season last year and a lot of change this year. 

“We have had new cars and it was all a bit un¬ 



known as to how competitive we would be this 
season.” 

And a quick scan of the names he is up against 
shows no signs of incompetence, with FI main¬ 
stays David Coulthard and Ralf Schumacher, 
and former World Touring Car champion Andy 
Priaulx on the list, which is why 
his start of two wins and a sec¬ 
ond place has even surprised 
himself. 

“You don’t expect that 
with the level of drivers, 
it’s so close, that string of 
results doesn’t normally 
happen,” he said. “The 
two FI stars, David 
and Ralf have 
been around a 
long time, but 
they are 
struggling for 
results in DTM. 

The level of drivers is 
as high as it has ever 

Despite all his years in Germany 
he is yet to grasp the language, prob¬ 
ably not helped by the fact the majority 
of drivers speak English as their second 
language. 

“It’s not great for someone who has spent 11 
years in Germany, I couldn’t do interviews or 
speak to the media in German,” he said. “Every¬ 
body speaks English pretty well, we are quite 
lucky being English. ” 

Away from the 1 OOmph track action he keeps 
things a little more low-key compared to some of 
his colleagues who have driveways full of petrol- 
guzzling supercars or motorbikes. 

“I’m probably not as big a motorsport fan as 
some other people,” he said. “I’m not a big petrol 
head. 

“I don’t have a garage full of fast cars, I keep 
my racing to the track. When I’m at home I take 
the kids to school and I don’t need a fast car to do 
that.”

New youth strategy can help budding 
stars flourish for good of the game 


THE biggest shake-up of youth football in 
decades has been welcomed in Kent 

This week the FA voted in its new youth 
development proposals at its AGM at 
Wembley. 

It is hoped it will vastly improve the 
technical skills of youngsters in the game, 
and take away the win at all costs 
mentality that exists in some quarters, 
and bring back a friendly atmosphere. 

Essentially it means boys and girls 
won't be playing 11 v 11 matches until 
they are in the under 13 age group, with a 
mandatory 5 v 5 format for under 7s and 
under 8s, and a 9 v 9 format for under 11s 
and under 12s all of which will be phased 
in, in time for the 2014/15 season. 

The thought behind it is that the pitch 
sizes and goals will be more appropriate, 
and it will give the players more involve¬ 
ment in the game at a younger age instead 


of getting lost on a big pitch among big 
groups of players. 

Kent FA hosted one of the 138 road¬ 
shows around the country as part of the 
consultation process last year. 

Their county development manager, 
Darryl Haden, backed the plans, but said 
there is now a challenge to make sure 
leagues and clubs are supported with the 
right facilities and equipment to imple¬ 
ment the change. 

"It offers a better way of learning for 
younger players," he said. "It's offering 
more friendly competition, moving away 
from that eight-month long season, and 
splitting it into smaller groups. 

"This is the first review of youth football 
since 1999, it gives us a good opportunity 
to modernise the game." 

He said some leagues and clubs had 
already adopted the approach, while 


others were happy to wait to move into it 
at the right time. 

"Some leagues are jumping ahead and 
being proactive, and some leagues are 
waiting and sitting back and seeing how 
we are doing it," he said. 

"The biggest challenge for us is to work 
with the local authorities, and pitch 
providers, to make sure we have got all 
the correct pitches in place. 

"We are led to believe that funding will 
be available." 

National development manager at the 
FA, Nick Levett, was in charge of the 
consultation around the country. He said: 
"After 138 roadshows it was fantastic to 
get the endorsement of the majority of the 
grassroots football community. 

"These changes are a massive step 
forward for the future of children’s 
football in this country."

Patient Shakey is happy 
to wait for title showdown

WINNING is everything for British Superbike 
star Shane Byrne, but the Sheppey rider has ad¬ 
mitted he is a little bit more relaxed about not 
picking up maximum points from each round 
this season. 

Last year Byrne looked good for the title with a 
60 point lead, only to end up as runner up. 

It has given the 3 5-year-old a new perspective 
on things this term, as although he is disappoint¬ 
ed not to win every race, he knows as long as he 
is picking up points he will be among the title 
contenders come the end of the season. 

“We found out the hard way last year,” he 
said. “It doesn’t matter if you lead every single 
race, it’s the showdown rides that matter. 

“I want to go out and win every single race, 
however, I’m a little bit more relaxed now, if I 
have to take a second or third, it’s not the worst 
case scenario. 

“I had a 60 or 70 point lead last year and end¬ 
ed up losing the championship.” 

He is currently third in the overall standings 
on 108 points, with Tommy Hill (123) and Josh 
Brookes (124) ahead of him. 

He feels that after a ‘bizarre’ start where no 
rider has dominated it will settle down to a four 
way battle between himself, Hill, Brookes, and 
Michael Laverty who is fourth with 81 points 
from the first four rounds. 

“I haven’t had a particularly strong start to 
the year, but neither has anybody else,” said the 
Kawasaki rider. 


“It’s bizarre the way it’s started, this time last 
year I had four or five wins. I think everybody 
that’s going to win a race has now won, the only 
exception maybe would be my team mate Stuart 
Easton -1 might be totally wrong.” 

He is now off to Spain for some time out, as 


well as doing some testing work for Kawasaki’s 
Moto GP team in Catalunya while he is there. 

He will also be making an appearance in the 
support races at the British Moto GP Grand Prix 
at Silverstone before the next round of the BSB at 
Knockhill in Scotland on June 20-22.

IF there's a rebuilding job to be 
done, then Jim Ward is confident 
he and his brother Danny are the 
men to do it. 

The pair are looking to bring in as 
many as ten players at Sitting- 
bourne where they took over last 
week in a bid to stabilise a side that 
hovered uncomfortably close to the 
relegation zone in the Ryman One 
South last season. 

And that job has got off to a good 
start after a positive meeting with 
the already thread-bare squad he 
has inherited. 

He has also wasted no time in 
bringing in his first signing with 
Simon Petitt providing a timely 
boost. 

The midfielder joined the side, 
having previously played under Jim 
Ward at Ramsgate and Maidstone 
United earlier in his career.
